The Xriegs organi- 
sation originally had one hundred and six people, forty-nine i 
of whom were in the buros Plankertendveersen (sic), leaving . 
ftfty-sevon for other Xriegs orgmizectioj* sections. 

Bosides these, there are twenty-mhree people with white cards 
attached to the Germaa Embassy, adding up to a total staff 
of eighty. It is planned to decrease this number to seventy
